Mr. White then, after a further exposi 
tion of the chureh’s principles, requested 
all who wished to come forward and sign 
the covenant, which read: ‘‘I enlist un 
der the lord of the blood-red banner, to 
bring to an end a scheme of things that 
has enthroned leisure on the back of labor, 
an idle class sucking the substance of the 
poor. I will not be a social climber, but 
will stay with the workers in class solidar 
ity till shall have away 
in fellowship’s glad dawn. I will seek 
recruits for the Chureh of the Soeia 
Revolution unto the overthrow of Ah 
present-day society, and rebuilding 
into comradeship. ’’
